Dulles Explains 


US Policy 
Of Retaliation 


Washington, Mar. 19. 
Mr John Foster Dulles said today the United 


States would consult its Allies on ways of apply- 
ing the policy of “instant and massive retaliation 


against aggression.” 


The Secretary of State, appearing before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, defended 
the Eisenhower Administration’s “new look” de- 
fence policy of “depending primarily upon a great 
capacity to retaliate instantly by means and at 


places of our choosing.” 


Senator Alexander Smith (Re- 
publican) had referred to reports 
of {cars among the Uniled States 
allies that this new policy might 
mean they would not be con- 
sulted before the United States 
launched o massive retaliatory 
attack upon on aggressor. 


Mr Dulles sald that In referring 
to “means and at places of our 
choosing” the new policy meant 
it would be of the choosing of 
the free world and not just 
Amvzrica. 


In using the words “our 
choosing” he had In mind the 
“free world,” 


Mr Dulles sald copsultatoin 
was an inherent part of the 
new policy of deterring aggres- 
‘gion ~=by building up a great 
captaincy to retaliate. 


. This was understood by the 
United States allies. 


Mr Dulles was being ques- 
tloned about his interpretation 
earlier this week of the con- 
stitutional powers of the Presl- 
dent if an aggressor suddenly 
attacked the United States or 
one of Its allies. 


THE SAME POWER 


Mr Duiles repeated that his 
interpretation of the North 
Atlantic treaty and the Rio pact 
between the nations of the 
Western Hemisphere was that an 
attack upon an ally of the 
United States was the same as 
an attack upon the United States 
itself, 


Therefore the President had 
the same power to order retalla- 
tion in an attack on Europo as 
in an attack on the United 
States. : 


Mr Dulles illustrated this by 

inting. out that when the 

Inited States. negotiated a 
security pact with the Philip- 
pines and another with Austra~ 
liu and New Zealand, It had 
deliberately not made the same 
ruling. 

Instead of saying an attack on 
these Pacific countrics would 
be regarded os on attack on the 
United States, the pacts said any 
aggression: would be regarded 
asa threat to America's peace 
and security,

Mr Dulles said United States 
policy must have the mobility 
and flexibility to bring the col- 
ieclive power of the Western 
Allies to bear against an enemy 
“on a selective or massive basis 
as conditions may require.” 

Mr Dulles added: “The great- 
est deterrent to war ls the 
wouity cf the free world to re- 
spond by means best suitcd to 
the particular area for circum- 
slances. 

“There should be o capability 
for massive retaliation without 
delay. 

“t point out that the posses- 
sion of that cupacity does not 
Impose the necessity of‘ using St 
in every Instance of attack, It 
js not. our intention to turn 
every Tocai war Into a general 
war,”

fundamental alm of United 
States national security policies 
as to deter aggression ead there~ 
by avert a new war. 


THE ESSENTIALS 


Ho said the essentials of this 
problem were: 


1. The non-Communist Allies 
could achieve securitty only by 
a coljective system of defence 
by ‘providing joint facilltles and 
by combining their resources. 


2. The Allies should not at- 
tempt to match the Sovict bloc 
man for rman and gun for gun 
but must make certain an 
aggressor know in advancz that 
he would suffer damage oul- 
welghing what he could gain. 


3. The Allies must develop 
effective power which had 
mobility and flexibility to per- 
mit them to.-use it in a manner 
and under conditions necessary 
to meet a specific act of aggres- 
sion. 


4, The magnitude and dura- 
tlon of the “present danger” 
mado it more vital than « ever 
that the United States should’ 
have firm Allies and full co- 
operation with them in the 
economic and cultural spheres, 
well as military.

A handful of researchers here 
hnve developed a dairy spread 
that's made Hke butter, looks 
Mke butter and even tastes 
like butter—but It can keep {n-' 
definitely without refrigeration, 


The, new “butter” was 
developed by scientists in the 
University of Maonitoba’s dairy 
selence department, and eccord- 
ing to Dr J, N. Nesbitt, Depart- 
ment chairman, t's basically 
the same ond ordinary butter, 


Dr Nesbitt sald the process by 
which it's made is simple and 
he's wijling to give the recipe to 
all who ask. < 


The contents of the spread 
are basicully the some os ore 
dinary butter, and for ail practl- 
cul purposes, they offer nutrition 
value, 


Dr Nesbitt amd August Rein- 
hart, an Egtonian scientist who's 
doing most of the aboratory 
wark, said the cost of the new 
discovery would be higher than 
ordinary butter. However, the 
researchers aren't interested in 
the product's commercial possi- 
bilities. 


They have been work ung uunden 
a gran, from the Defence 
Researen Board, and military 
authorities expressed themselves 
happy recently with the butter a 
possdilities for military and 
other defence uses, 


‘The spread is made out of or- 
dinury butter, You just add 
anti-oxidants ond sterilize, so 
there can't be any bacteria or 
oxygen in it. . 


The spread is canned and 
sealed, Hf the can is accidental- 
ly opened or ¢xposed to oxygen, 
the spread is Just like ordinary 
butter, subject to temperatures 
and the dangers of turning 
rancid, 


But there's no telling how 
long It can Jast in the can, and 
unlike margarine, the new spread 
will not likely meet. opposition 
from farmers, It's definitely o 
dairy product and the big 
creamezicg could produce = it 
easily themselves.—United Press.

urtist is to improve 


Communist propaganda. 
Ever since the death of 
Stalin it has been made in- 
creasingly clear that the 
presentation of Marxist. 
Leninist teaching had be- 
come too stylised and 
academic, and that, as a 
result, the people’s interest 
had dwindled to apathy 
and indifference. 


In an attempt to rectify 
this situation and, if 
possible, to recover some of 
the old dynamic, the Party 
leaders have turned their 
attention to the arts. 


No more attractive «medium 
exists for the dissemination of 
propaganda, Its effectiveness as 
such depends, however, on tha 
measure of esteem and populire 
Ity it is able to command from 
the general public. 


And Soviet art, as a whole, 
if'one is to judge by the recent 
pronouncements of its most 
prominent exponents, has never 
been at a lower ebb, This Js 
because the artist has been sub- 
jected to such rigid controls 
imposed by the Zhdanov de- 
erees of 1946-48 that he has 
elther been too scared or too 
proscribed to give rcin to any 
gBenulne creative Impulse, 


Stipulation 


Te remedy for this condition 
js now. being  applicd, 
albeit in strictly timited dosca 
—enough, ft is calculated, to re- 
store the artist's confidence and, 
hence, his creative activity, but 
no_ more. 

The requirements lald down 
for the artlus by the Party, as 
a return for these concessions, 
tellow the general Mnes first 
Indicated by Malenkov In his 
report to the XIXth Congress. 
There stipulate that the writer 
is to “show the pedple of the 
new typo in all the splendour 
of their human dignity and 60 
to promote the {inculcation in 
the members of our society of

All these — conditlons 
however, still to be fulfilled 
strictly within the context of 
the subject matter — prescribed 
by the Party, for all the much 
publiciyedt concessions — amount 
to so [ur is na very modest re- 
laxation of the controls gov- 
erning the artist's actual cholee 
of treatment. 


Although the new Soviet 
“tine’ embraces all the arts, 
most attention {ts being pald to 
Hiterature and the drama, these 
veing the media best sulted to 
the Indoctrination - of {he 
masees, “Writers,” saixt Stalin, 
“are the engineers of the soul," 
and their activities have always 
been a serious concern of the 
Party. It seems likely, there 
fore, that they will receive

More Risky 


HE diMculty is that the solu-

art's sake." 

If the Party is prepared to 
forego some slight measure of 
the tutelage it has so. far 
exercised over the artist, it ts 
for a hord, practical reason. 
Not only has propaganda de- 
scended into a rut, but the arts, 
too. The Russian public has be~ 
come listless, and so thas the 
artist. . They have tended to 
draw apart. .

effect they can hoodwink him in 
the pursuit of their goal, which 
appears, to be no less a 
revival of the spirit of “revolu- 
tlonary = romanticirm” “which 
pervaded carlicr stages of the 
Party's development.

_. Planned Life — 


By W. W. Bauer, M.D. i 


N 1917, when I graduated 
from medical school, a 
diabetic had very little 
chance at life; if he was a 
child, he had none, beyond 
& few miserable months 
of swift decline. In 1922, 
when I was young in. the 
practice of medicine, the: 
first real hope for dinbetics 
“was announced.. Up to that 
time, diet had been the only 
reliance for treatment — 
dull, dreary diets, amount- 
ing to little more than 
slow — starvation, There 
wero many. and differing 
diabetic diets, proving that 
rione of them was truly 
effective. Only the elderly 
diabetic with exceptionally 
mild disease, had uny 
chance of survival. 
DISCOVERY 


When, in 1922, tedious years 
of research were rewarded wy 
the discovery of Insulin, it op- 
peared that the problem of the 
diabeiic was solved, It was 
certoinly a tremendous step m 
advance. Today most diabetics, 
including children, can look for- 
ward to lives at Icast as long 
os they would huve expected w 
Nve without diabetes. But 
there fs a price which must be 
paid. 

In exchange for longer ond 
better life, and far more attruc- 
tive and liberal dict, the diabetic 
must Ifve a carefully planned 
life, He cannot eat, work, 
exercise, play or res! haphazard- 
ly. He must keep his emotlonul 
control as evenly balanced ay 
possible, And bho must cxercise 
care about cleanliness, He must 
also do his utmost to avoid in- 
fections like colds, digestive 
disturbances, minor wounds or 
other upsets; if he does vxyct 
them, he must see his doctor 


at crce,

HOME PRACTICE 

EMEMBER that shooting 

twice during an exciting 
game im’t the same as trying 
that 40th or 50th shot In a row 
in practice. Try to duplicate 
playing conditions, once you 
have achieved some accuracy. 
Most coaches make their players 
practise foul-shooting after a 
hard scrimmage, when they are 
tlred, for this reason, Vary 
your practice by taking only a 
few shots ata time, then step 
away from the line and run 
fround for a few prconds, then 
try a few more shots, and so 
on. Work out your own 
methods, 

And If you can't always use a 
gym, remember that a peach 
basket nailed to a wall or tree 
will serve as well as an 
inexpensive basket and net, You 
should be aiming at the hoop, 
anyway, and not the backboard. 
Watch the experts, 

How good should you be? 
There fsn't any Ikmit. Expert 
shooters have scored as high as 
70 or 71 of 75 attempts in foul- 
shooting contests, Professional 
teams have scored as many as 
47 of 52 chances in an actual 
game.
